ennifer Cecere has her 
, sights set on the new 
£ World Trade Center site, 

* O' but don't worry, she only 
has good intentions. "I'd love to drape 
a giant doily right over the former 
Deutsche Bank building," the artist says 
with a laugh. "I live in lower Manhat- 
tan where there is tons of construction, 
and it feels as though everyone has 
construction fatigue." 

While Jennifer had 
always integrated 
crocheted doilies into 
her artwork, it wasn't 
until last summer that 
she considered creat- 
ing a large-scale version 
of one for an exhibit at Socrates 
Sculpture Park in Long Island City. 
She worked with a high-end architec- 
tural model maker and conceived a 
way to electronically redraw the doily 
patterns. She then used a laser cut- 
ter to cut patterns into ripstop nylon. 
Jennifer sewed the individual pieces 
together (up to 36 pieces for each 
20-foot diameter doily) and then 




used gel-thickened acrylic paint to 
color the doilies and create a texture 
similar to embroidery. 

Although Jennifer's work begs to 
be touched, the public has been very 
respectful of the doilies that hung in 
the park and also between buildings 
at the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn. Last 
November, Jennifer won an Urban 
Art Program competition sponsored

by the NYC Department of Trans- 
portation. In an effort to make the 
Jersey barriers (concrete construction 
barriers) along the East River more 
tolerable, Jennifer and more than 40 
volunteers painted colorful doily pat- 
terns on the ugly hulks of concrete, 
a project that fit right in with Jennifer's 
interest in beautifying construction 
sites. This spring, tree guards along 



Myrtle Avenue in Brooklyn will feature 
her telltale doilies. 

"I really like the idea of taking 
something very domestic, like doilies 
that were made by anonymous 
women in their homes, and moving 
them outdoors to an urban setting. 
The building environment in New 
York City is so masculine; I love the 
juxtaposition of the feminine against 
it. Even though the large-scale doilies 
are machine-made, I think it's really 
important to create the feeiing of 
handmade craft in the city." 

In the meantime, Jennifer's friends 
continue to send her crocheted 
doilies as they come across them 
in older relatives' homes. Jennifer's 
fascination with doilies started at 
a young age when she started col- 
lecting the tiny pieces of art at yard 
sales and flea markets. So how many 
does she have now? "Boxes and 
boxes and cases and cases!" she 
replies. Jennifer hopes to digitize 
the collection, preserving history and 
creating a larger vocabulary for her 
artwork at the same time.

Side (make 2) 

With A and larger hook, ch 19. 

Row 1 (right side) Sc in 2nd ch from hook and 
in each remaining ch across— 18 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, sc in each sc across. 

Repeat Row 2 until piece measures 13733cm 
from beginning. Fasten off. 

Base 

With A and larger hook, ch 19. 

Row 1 (right side) Sc in 2nd ch from hook and 
in each remaining ch across — 18 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, sc in each sc across. 

Repeat Row 2 until piece measures 17743cm 
from beginning. Fasten off. 

FINISHING 
Attach Base 

With right sides facing you, arrange front, 
sides, and back around base. Holding front 
and base with wrong sides together (right 
sides still facing you), join yarn with sc, through 
both thicknesses, at comer of base. Working 
through both thicknesses, sc evenly spaced 
across to join front to base, then join one side, 
the back, and the other side in the same man- 
ner; join with si st in first sc. Fasten off. 

Seam Side Edges 

To seam side edges to front and back, join yam 
with sc, through both thicknesses, in lower 
corner of side edge. Working through both 
thicknesses, sc evenly spaced across to seam 
side edges. Fasten off. Work in same manner 
for ail 4 side seams. 

Sew snaps to underside of each pocket flap 
and front of each pocket. Arrange one handle 
on front, placing one end centered above each 
pocket flap and sew in place. Arrange other 
handle on back, matching the front handle 
placement, and sew in piace. 

Weave in ends. 




CHANGING PAD 

With B and smaller hook, oh 62. 

Work in Hdc-C!uster Pattern until piece mea- 
sures 30776cm or desired length from begin- 
ning, end with a Row 7 or a Row 11. Fasten off. 

Finishing 

Weave in all ends. 

Place crocheted changing pad on top of fabric 
and cut around pad, leaving 1.7574.5cm of 
extra fabric on each edge. Remove crocheted 
changing pad. Fold each edge of fabric in 
1/271 .5cm and iron fiat. 

MITER CORNERS OF FABRIC 

Fold each edge once more, folding in 
1.2573cm and iron. Open and refold corners 
inwards, forming a diagonal (mitered edge) and 
iron. Open the corners and trim away some of 
the excess fabric. Fold the corners again and 
blind stitch the edges together. 

Insert crocheted changing pad underneath the 
mitered fabric, with wrong sides of pad and 
fabric together. Pin changing pad in place. 
Sew along the edge of the folded fabric 
through the changing pad. .571.5cm from the 
edge.

hile the ill-advised 

W crochet bikini has 
been popping up 
on runways for the 
past decade, I was delighted to see 
crochet in more elegant forms at the 
Spring 2011 shows in New York. Last 
September, I spotted an eye-popping 
mix of richly textured crochet pieces 
on the runways of fashion heavy- 
weights Ralph Lauren, Vivienne Tam, 
and Anna Sui, as well as hot emerg- 
ing designers Frank Tell and Jen Kao, 
and many more. From summer-white 
crochet frocks, cardigans, and blouses 
with an American West vibe at Lauren 
to more haute hippie-themed pieces 
by Sui, the outcome and inspiration 
behind every crochet ensemble was 
different for each designer. 

"The ancient Silk Road trade route 
from China through Persia, Arabia, and 
so forth, was something that had been 
on my mind," explains Tam of her stun- 
ning crochet-heavy collection. “The 
legend is that crochet originated in 
Arabia and China, so of course it was 
an important part of the collection." 

Tam and her team employed the 
age-old method in thoroughly con- 
temporary forms, including charming 
shift dresses, playful empire-waist 
tops, graphic tunics, and even a pair 
of utterly hip crochet sweatpants. 

"I had the idea of the 21st-century 
nomad in mind," says Tam. "I used the 
geometric designs of the Jain temples 
and the mosaics of Arabian mosques 
for the crochet pieces, and I kept our 
cuts fresh and new to appeal to a more 



modern girl. The ivories and midnight 
blues I used were taken from the pre- 
dominant colors along the Silk Road." 

Barcelona-born designer Frank Tell 
used even less traditional forms of 
crochet to create a series of thread- 
bare sweaters spun from an organic 
theme. 

"I was inspired by the living wall of 
Spanish moss designed by architect 
Jean Nouvel at the Musee du Quai 
Branly in Paris," Tell explains. "I felt 
that crochet was the best way to por- 
tray the organic texture of the moss, 
while keeping the styles light and airy." 

Paired with space-age platform 
booties and worn by otherworldly 
models sporting futuristic beehives, 
these were far from your grandmother's 
crochet sweaters. 

"I wanted to experiment and push 
the limits of crocheting, so I created 



a patchwork effect that would be 
reminiscent of the living wall," says 
Tell. "Some styles have up to 12 tech- 
niques, ranging from chain stitches, 
V-stitches, cluster stitches, and lacing, 
paired with techniques from knitting 
such as cabling." 

The most important aspect of all, 
Tell says, was choosing the yarn. 

"Each piece is enlaced with a 
variety of colors and woven with less 
traditional yarns made from paper, 
bamboo, and a fiber used within 
Japanese fishing nets," he says. "My 
favorite yam is reminiscent of a flow- 
ering pussy willow tree." 

While we budgetistas may not have 
such exotic yarns at our fingertips, we 
can create catwalk-worthy (or, at least, 
sidewalk-worthy) pieces of our own 
using the creations of these visionary 
designers as inspiration. 
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
